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ne of the most fruitful hours 
of every week is the hour | 

| spend having lunch with 

| some of our student leaders, the 





school’s enduring identity, and at the 
same time they will remind us that 

| the school grows and changes like a 
living body. This year’s leaders are 
different from last year’s, and differ- 
ent from next year’s. Like parents, we 
ask: how can the same family produce 
such different children? We also ask: 
how did these awkward children grow 
to be such accomplished adults? 

At Ridley the process of selecting 
next year’s leaders — specifically, the 
prefects — begins by asking the students 
what they expect of their prefects. Last 
year the students arrived at seven gen- 
eral expectations, that prefects must: 
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1. be devoted to the school’s 
principles; 

2. set a good example; 

3. treat others with respect; 

4. bea voice for students; 

5. assist with routines and 


discipline; 

6. be friendly, trustworthy and 
supportive; 

7. be active in the promotion of 
spirit. 


This year, they will come up with 
different words, in a different form. 
These discussions will be the most 
important exploration of leadership 
our students have, next to the experi- 
ence itself. 

This list of expectations is clearly 
an ideal, and even outstanding 
students could only come close to it. 
Occasionally people are outraged by 
the shortcomings of this prefect or 
that prefect; sometimes these are the 
same people who have children of 
their own and know that the best of 
parents have difficult moments with 
the best of offspring. While the 
prefects are busy living up to these 
ideals, we also require them to do 
their Calculus, to play their sports, 
and to take a part in the play or sing 
in the choir. We want them to smile 
in the face of adversity, and to be at 
their best when things are at their 
worst. It’s amazing how well they do. 
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1994-95 School Prefect Selection 


After our discussion of leader- 
ship, there is a ballot of students and 
faculty. These ballots produce much 
comment and re-assessment of poten- 
tial prefects. Last year we decided 
that all students who received a 
certain proportion of the student 
vote would be appointed School 
Prefects - even if some faculty had 
misgivings about them. A built-in 
check was that before the vote, all 
candidates had to agree to live up to 
the expectations laid out. Why take 
the risk, however, of appointing a 
prefect who may fail? To begin with, 
lessons that a 
doubtful prefect will learn in trying to 
live up to these ideals. But there are 
other benefits that are less personal, 
benefits for the school as a whole. 
These votes have consequences 
beyond helping us to select prefects; 
they also teach our students to take 
the democratic process seriously, to 
participate in it, and to believe in it 
when they leave Ridley’s halls for the 
wide world. Most importantly, though, 
a ballot recognizes something intan- 
gible in leadership, that has little to 
do with a checklist of qualities. It has 
been said that many people represent 
spirit at Ridley, but the prefects repre- 
sent its soul, and it’s this intangible

he view from under the 
tower certainly is a varied 
one. Since I moved into 
Bob Snowden’s office in the chilly

element that a ballot identifies and 
which we would disregard at consid- 
erable risk. 

After they have been selected, 
shouldn't we be able to look at the 
prefects and say we missed this or we 
missed that, so let’s add this or that 
to our list for next year? Can’t we 
analyze this intangible quality? 
Probably not, at least not precisely. 
There are a few observations we can 
make, however. First, prefecting at 
Ridley has a lot to do with the 
school’s motto, terar dum prosim, 
“may | be consumed in service”. The 
selflessness that this motto implies 
is central to the students’ notion of 
the leaders they want. Secondly, 
leadership has a lot to do with inde- 
pendence of thought and judgement; 
our process avoids conformity in our 
leaders, a potential risk of trying to 
match students up with pre-concep- 
tions about what leaders should be. 

The last observation has to do 
with the purpose of schools like ours. 
Schools - especially boarding schools 
that want to take over students’ 
education 24 hours a day - try to teach 
goodness and truth. It’s these two 
principles in all their permutations, 
whether you apply them in or out of 
the classroom, that underlie the qual- 


ities we find in our prefects. We also 
find them to a very great degree in 
students whom the process misses 
and who are not appointed prefects. 
This means that the process is not 
perfect, any more than the people 

in the midst of it are perfect; many 
students go about their lives very 
successfully and don’t get recognized 
except by those closest to them: a 
flaw in the system. The fortunate real- 
ity is that our time spent on leadership 
produces, both inside and outside the 
prefect body, many students who are 
interested in these two principles to 
an extraordinary extent. They may 
not be good or truthful at all times, 
but they try to become so. 

If we didn’t have a system of 
student leadership, | have no doubt 
the students would invent one. It 
might be haphazard, or it might be 
highly organized. It would certainly be 
energetic. With the school’s current 
approach, we who are teachers learn 
much by listening to our students, 
and they learn much by listening to 
each other. When they represent the 
school at events, we hear that they 
are intelligent, enthusiastic and artic- 
ulate. Above all, they remind us that 
the school is a living entity, that must 
grow and adapt. Finally, they remind 
us that the school is for students.

The Long Range Strategic Plan 





Volume 3 — The Science Department 


t the request of the 
Headmaster and the 
Assistant Head, Academics, 
the Science Department agreed to 
undergo a review process, as a test 
case, for the Implementation Phase of 
the Long Range Planning Process 
begun in 1992. The department 
agreed to use the model provided by 
the process consultants, Patterson, 
Kirk Wallace entitled Action 
Planning Guide: Faculty Depart- 
ments as a structure for our work. 

The department met briefly in 

October to establish some objectives 

we hoped to achieve. These includ- 

ed addressing the following general 
questions: 

(a) How relevant is our curricu- 
lum for preparation of our 
students for success at 
university, for teaching the 
processes of science, and 
for living as responsible 
citizens in a rapidly changing 
world? 

(b) How effective are our 
methods of presentation and 
evaluation? 

(c) How well do our students 
learn to work effectively in 
groups to solve a problem? 

(d) How well do we integrate 
curriculum within the science 
disciplines, and with “out 
side” disciplines? 

(e) | What needs exist in the way 
of programme development, 
staffing, resources, etc. to deal 
with any perceived shortfall 
in the above areas? 

Prior to an afternoon ‘retreat’ in 

November, science faculty answered 


a Gap Analysis questionnaire 
designed to evaluate our own percep- 
tions of how well departmental poli- 
cy and programme fit with the many 
aspects of the new Long Range Plan 
document. During the November 
meeting, the results of the survey 
were discussed, strengths celebrated, 
and aspects of interest for future 
development identified. 

Our February meeting focussed 
our attention on two planning 
thrusts for the coming year. 

(a) areexamination of the core 
material taught in grades 9, 
10, and 11 devoted to 
establishing a base line of 
‘scientific literacy’ in all 
Ridley students. This may 
result in substantial changes 
in present ministry-guided 
curriculum, and consideration 
of a multi-disciplinary course 
at the grade 11/12 level. 

(b) consideration of a wider array 
of options, of new program- 
mes, and within existing 
programmes, for advanced 
students ‘ahead of the game’ 
to pursue enrichment materi- 
al or advanced curricula. 

Both of these thrusts are predi- 
cated on investigating uses of the 
New Information Technologies, and 
software-driven experimental inter- 
facing whenever possible. Two imple- 
mentation teams have been formed, 
and they will begin work on these 
initiatives in April.

he miraculous substance 
that contains all our genetic 
instructions — DNA — is 
rapidly becoming a key to modern 





medicine. By focusing on 
the crystal-line and extra- 
ordinarily long filaments 
of DNA that we inherit 
from our parents, scien- 
tists are finding the root 
causes of dozens of previ- 
ously mysterious diseases: 
abnormal genes. These 
discoveries are allowing researchers 
to make precise diagnoses and predic- 
tions, to design more effective drugs, 
and to prevent many painful disor- 
ders. The new findings also pave the 
way for the development of the ulti- 
mate therapy — substituting a nor- 
mal gene for a malfunctioning one so 
as to correct a patient’s genetic defect 
permanently. 

On April 19, 1994 Ridley will 
move another step closer to the 
twenty-first century with its hosting a 
one-day workshop investigating an 
exciting quest. In many ways, this 
workshop is about us — you and me 
and the near 5 billion kindred human 
beings who share this planet. It is 
about a stunning new biological 
research program to identify and 
characterize the complex genetic 
molecules, inside our cells, that make 


us tick. As such, this workshop serves 
as a revelation to a very important 
biomedical adventure: The Human 
Genome Project. 

Our OAC, Advanced Placement, 
and grade eleven biology students, and 
visiting teachers and their students 
will have a rare opportunity to meet 
with researchers from around North 
America to discuss, debate and 
investigate the latest research on 
ourselves. 

We have assembled some of the 
foremost researchers in a furtherance 
of our philosophy to keep our stu- 
dents on the cutting edge of discov- 
ery. Geneticists, genetic counselors, 
ethicists, legal representation, psychi- 


Now, as we face the complex research 
challenges of the 21st century, new tools 
must be developed to enable scientists to 
readily seek out and analyze these most 

fundamental molecules, human genes. 





atrists, and philosophers will merge 
on the Ridley campus and engage our 
students and others from visiting 
schools in a dialogue of their past, 
present and future endeavours. 
During the past three decades, scien- 
tists have probed deeper into our 
body’s cells, closer to the molecular 
essence of human beings. Now, as we 
face the complex research challenges 
of the 21st century, new tools must be 
developed to enable scientists to 
readily seek out and analyze these 
most fundamental molecules, human 
genes. As part of the international 
project, scientists will work together 
to plot out several types of biological 
maps that will enable researchers to 
find their way through the labyrinth 
of molecules that define the physical 
traits of a human being. 

It is often been said, “What goes 


around comes around.” This is exem- 
plified in the fact that Ridley will be 
bringing to the workshop, in addition 
to those mentioned above, two of its 
graduates who have gone on to work 
and contribute in the field of molecu- 
lar biology. Indira Pillay “88 is cur- 
rently working on her graduate 
degrees at the University of Western 
Ontario and Tricia Lennox ‘88, grad- 
uate of Princeton University, is cur- 
rently involved in DNA sequencing 
and supplying the endonucleases, one 
of the essences for the success and 
furtherance of the Human Genome 
Project. 

A leading human geneticist told 
this story recently. 

“On a Friday morning 
he was called by a col- 
league, a neurobiologist, 
who said that a woman was 
in his office with her young 
son, who appeared to have 
a fatal inherited disease. In 
addition, she was also preg- 





nant — and the neurologist 
said he urgently needed advanced 
laboratory help to make a diagnosis. 
By Friday afternoon it was deter- 
mined that the young boy did have 
the disease — but by Monday it was 
clear that, fortunately, the baby the 
mother was carrying did not.” 
Hopefully, through this work- 
shop, some young prospective scien- 
tists will be incited to join the quest 
and write the ending to the story — 
“By Tuesday we started effective ther- 
apy for the disease in the young boy.” 
It is an exciting prospect that seems 
to be within our reach — but if this 
dream is to become reality, a great 
deal of searching remains to be done.
